1 . Claims 1 - 1 0 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
neither discloses nor suggests in combination with the other limitations of the independent 
claims an electric heating element with a radiant tube wherein the central rod forms an electric 
power outlet for one of the elements and a connection region for two elements is between the 
elements in a longitudinal direction of the pipe and wherein supportive ceramic discs are placed 
a distance from connection region wherein some of ceramic discs are able to move freely along 
the pipe to an extent allowed by element related stop means as respective elements expand or 
contract in response to a change in temperature.
